A popular craze in the U.S. has 
come to the island with a dis¬ 
tinctly Aruban twist- Silly 
Bandz, the must-have fad for 
youngsters of all ages - but not 
your usual animal shapes and 
such. 

These silly bands are the 
brainchild of a long-time 
Arubaphile who is now in the 
process of making the island 
his home, Dr. John, H. Walker, 
DMD. Dr Walker is from 
Boston, but has been vacation¬ 
ing on the island since 1997, 
eventually bringing his skills 
as an advanced orthodontist in 
jaw and bite reconstruction to 
the local population. A faculty 
member of the Boston Univer¬ 
sity School of Orthodontics, he 
maintains a specialty practice 


here and splits his time be¬ 
tween Aruba and the U.S. 

Dr. Walker noticed the cur¬ 
rent frenzy over Silly Bandz, 
and thought it would be pro¬ 
fitable to have specialized, 
unique bands of iconic Aruban 
symbols made to sell as sou¬ 
venirs to island visitors. He 
commissioned a thousand 
packets of silicone bracelets he 
designed himself, made in the 
shapes of the California Light¬ 
house, the famous Fofoti tree, 
the shape of Aruba and the 
standard airport designation 
for the island, AUA.

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US House approves spending cut 
compromise 


Mexico arrests 16 police 
linked to mass graves case 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
The divided US House of 
Representatives approved a 
hard-fought compromise yes¬ 
terday to cut some $40 billion 
in spending, a skirmish in a 
broader war over the cash- 
strapped government's fi¬ 
nances. 

Lawmakers also faced 
fights over long-term budget 
blueprints sure to shape Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama's 2012 
reelection fight against fired- 
up Republicans, as well as on 
lifting a cap on Washington's 
ability to borrow money. 

The Republican-run 
House voted 260-167 to ap¬ 
prove the spending deal, 
which funds Washington 
through September 30 while 
slicing some $38.5 billion 
from domestic and foreign 
aid programs. 

The Democratic-held Sen¬ 
ate was expected to approve 
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the bill within hours, sending 
it to Obama to sign into law. 

Eighty-one Democrats 
voted for the bill, showcasing 
a fragile political alliance that 
could smooth the way to ap¬ 
proving an increase in the US 
"debt ceiling," a step the Tea 


BRASILIA, Brazil (AFP) - 
Most Brazilian airports being 
renovated for the 2014 football 
World Cup will not be ready 
on time, likely causing major 
headaches for travelers, a go¬ 
vernment-backed study found 
Thursday. 

There are about 70 public 
airport in Brazil, and many are 
in need of upgrades ahead of 
the World Cup in three years 
and the 2016 Olympics due to 
take place in Rio. 

Nine of the 13 airport ter¬ 
minals currently being ex¬ 
panded are on track to be 
completed in time, according 
to the Institute for Applied 
Economic Research, which 
said the airports had underesti¬ 
mated the increase in the num¬ 
ber of travelers. 

The IPEA predicted that 
construction at the other nine 
airports would only end in 
2017. 


BOGOTA, Colombia (AFP) - 
At least 15 people were killed 
and five others were missing 
after a mudslide pushed a bus 
over an embankment and into 
a ravine, rescuers said ester- 
day. 

Officials said the bus was 
hit by a wall of mud as it trav¬ 
eled along a stretch of highway 
some 280 kilometers (170 
miles) west of Bogota, en route

The number of passengers 
in Brazil grew by 117 percent 
from 2003 to 2010. Last year, 
14 of the 20 main airports in 
the South American giant were 
operating over their capacity, 
the IPEA said. 

Over the next four years, 
the number of passengers is 
expected to jump by 40 per¬ 
cent, reaching 225.9 million. 

Giovanni Bisignani, CEO 
of the international Air Trans¬ 
port Association, warned last 
month that Brazil "will never 
reach its full potential without 
major changes in its aviation 
policies," as he criticized the 
country's "broken" airport au¬ 
thority. 

The government has an¬ 
nounced it will let the private 
sector take care of upgrades 
and management of some 
overloaded airports.

The mudslide occurred dur¬ 
ing a particularly heavy rainy 
season in Colombia this year. 


MEXICO CITY, Mexico 
(AFP) - Mexican authorities 
have arrested 16 police officers 
suspected of protecting four 
people wanted for massacre of 
at least 126 people in a north¬ 
ern border state. 

Attorney General Marisela 
Morales said the police were 
from San Fernando, Tamauli- 
pas where authorities have un¬ 
earthed mass graves holding 
the bodies of 126 people. 

The police are alleged to 
have been protecting four peo¬ 
ple — three men and woman — 
who authorities believe were 
directly responsible for the 
killings. 


MADRID, Spain (AFP) - 
Spanish police seized 1.6 tons 
of explosives in the biggest 
ever seizure in a single opera¬ 
tion against the Basque sepa¬ 
ratist group in the country, the 
interior ministry said yester¬ 
day. 

The seizure follows an op¬ 
eration launched Tuesday in 
northern Spain's Basque coun¬ 
try against an ETA commando 
unit called "Erreka", the min¬ 
istry said in a statement. Three 
people were arrested. 

"Since the start of the oper¬ 
ation against the Erreka com¬ 
mando unit, the Civil Guard 
seized more than 1,600 kilo¬ 
grams of explosive material in 
what is the biggest ETA haul 
found in Spain until now," the 
statement said. 

Yesterday, police arrested a 
man in the Basque city of San 
Sebastian. The detention was 
linked to Tuesday's arrest of 
two brothers suspected of be¬ 
longing to Erreka. 

The explosives were seized 
from five locations, including 
the homes of the two men de- 


were passengers on public 
buses running routes through 
San Fernando to Reynosa and 
Matamoros, two Mexican 
cities on the border with the 
United States. 

The massacres have been 
blamed on Los Zetas drug car¬ 
tel, a notorious gang headed by 
ex-military commandos who 
turned to drug trafficking, kid¬ 
nappings, extortion and other 
crimes. 

Authorities had previously 
arrested 17 people linked to 
Los Zetas. The government of¬ 
fered a 3.8 million dollar re¬ 
ward for information leading 
to the capture of the four chief 
suspects.

Police on Tuesday found 
850 kilograms (1,874 pounds) 
of ammonium nitrate fertilizer, 
13.5 kilograms of the explo¬ 
sive pentrite and detonators in 
their pre-dawn raid at an iso¬ 
lated farm in Legorreta in the 
biggest explosives cache to be 
confiscated by police in Spain 
since 1999. 

That same day, police de¬ 
tained Jose Aitor Esnaola, 40, 
and Igor Esnaola, 36, on suspi¬ 
cion they belonged to ETA. 

Their arrest came three 
days after a French policeman 
was wounded in an armed ex¬ 
change in the Creuse region of 
southwestern France. A couple 
were later detained on suspi¬ 
cion of belonging to ETA. 

ETA is blamed for the 
deaths of 829 people in its 
four-decade campaign of 
bombings and shootings to 
force the creation of an inde¬ 
pendent Basque homeland in 
northern Spain and southwest¬ 
ern France.

Tourism remains 
most important to us, but we 
must begin to diversify into 
other areas, such as in the area 
of art. The Minister referred to 
this as our Creative Industry as 
it relates to art. 

There is a well known Riet¬ 
veld brand throughout Europe 
and their willingness to work 
and establish here in Aruba is 
a high honor. In addition to 
culture this also relates to edu¬ 
cation coming from an interna¬ 
tionally renowned institution. 


Last year, Drs, Angelo 
Tromp did a feasibility study 
on Rietveld Academy setting 
up shop on Aruba, and such 
study proved that this is feasi¬ 
ble. After deliberating this 
matter with her colleague Min¬ 
ister Dowers of Education, the 
decision was taken to invite di¬ 
rector Tijmen van Grootheest 
to visit Aruba. Because van 
Grootheest also sees great po¬ 
tential for establishing here, 
this then led to the signing of 
the MOU. The MOU was 
signed between Gerrit Rietveld 
Academy, Minister of Educa¬ 
tion and Minister of Culture. 

The intention is to begin as 
soon as possible with the real¬ 
ization of preliminary courses, 
which would lead to a Bache¬ 
lor’s degree program by next 
year. The institution will be 
housed in the present Offices 
of the Department of Culture 
in the month of June 2011 with 
the enrollment of no more than 
40 local students. Teachers will 
come from Holland along with 
Aruban teachers who will 
teach the courses. The Minister 
envisions students coming 
from various parts of South 
America, the US and the 
Caribbean region. This opens 
the possibility for art students 
to come to Aruba to receive an 
accredited European degree. 
The Minister concluded saying 
that with the coming of Ri¬ 
etveld Academy to Aruba, sig¬ 
nals the start of the Creative 
Industry and the diversification 
of our economy.

It's still the same today, but back then it was more than just necessary to advise first time visitors 
about some elements on the island of which they were not familiar. There were few publications 
specifically for tourists. We and our surroundings are just not like anywhere else and we like to 
help visitors understand us. 

The following were written a quarter of a century ago: 

* "When you rent a car or a 
motor bike and take off around 
the countryside, we call it cunucu 
in Papiamento, the language of 
the island, don't worry about get¬ 
ting lost. Just follow our world 
famous divi-divi trees. They al¬ 
ways point back to the hotels be¬ 
cause our trade winds blow in 
that direction and form the trees 
just that way. 

We believe that they were put 
here waiting for our visitors to 
arrive. And don't be concerned if 
a road just ends. There's a big 
eraser floating high above Aruba 
that with great mischievousness 
will wipe out a road. 




* For driftwood collectors 
there is a bountiful stretch of 
beach on the north shore of 
our island 'round past the 
lighthouse at California 
Point. Getting there you can 
view the sea from a different 
perspective where the 
Caribbean meets the inside 
sea and where there are 
crashing waves, rocks and 
dunes, small beaches and 
coves. 


* The presence of pelicans is 
proof that our swimming waters 
are the cleanest anywhere. 

Pelicans will not roost where 
there is dirty water. They can be 
spotted along the road past Holi¬ 
day Inn, on posts near Tamarijn 
Hotel, and diving for food off 
Eagle Beach past Manchebo 
Hotel." 



* "OOPS!" 

"Our tropical tradewinds blow and blow and often do some serious gusting. And while they keep 
us cool and dry, they also blow sand about. So if you are two-wheeling it around Aruba, do be 
careful. The roads get gritty and you'll get a knee-full of sand if you fall. 



* We recently wrote about the wildlife in Aruba: iguanas 
(who have the right-of-way), lizards, pega pegas and the like. 
At the request of cab drivers, local residents and other 
tourists, we are reprinting the final paragraph: 'Actually, the 
wildest things on the island are the tourists on motor scooters 
and we've learned to dodge them like toreadors. The emer¬ 
gency room at the hospital reports 4 -5 accidents every day. 
DO drive carefully.'" 


* Today, Aruba has rain. So little in the past, it was hardly noticed. Arubans at the beach would 
go into the sea when a brief shower occurred. Tourists ran for shelter. One newly opened timeshare 
resort advertised "When it rains, we pour." Drinks were on the house. 

Those brief showers also made driving a slippery event. The paved roads were such that they 
didn't reflect the water so that skidding was a surprise. On dirt roads water covered the bumps and 
holes. Driving was an adventure.

Climate can drive seismic 
shifts: study 

SYDNEY (AFP) - Scientists 
have for the first time shown 
a link between intensifying 
climate events and tectonic 
plate movement in findings 
that could provide a valuable 
insight into why huge 
tremors occur. 

Understanding why plates 
change direction and speed is 
key to unlocking huge seis¬ 
mic events such as last 
month's Japan earthquake, 
which shifted the Earth's axis 
by several inches, or Febru¬ 
ary's New Zealand quake. 

An Australian-led team of 
researchers from France and 
Germany found that the 
strengthening Indian mon¬ 
soon had accelerated move¬ 
ment of the Indian plate over 
the past 10 million years by a 
factor of about 20 percent. 

Fead researcher Gi- 
ampiero Iaffaldano said 
Wednesday that although sci¬ 
entists have long known that 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - US lawmakers proposed bills 
Wednesday banning medical research on chimpanzees in 
the United States, the last major industrialized country to 
still use to the apes for experiments. "Scientists world¬ 
wide have halted chimpanzee experiments, because these 
intelligent creatures suffer immensely and are poor mod¬ 
els for researching human diseases," said Elizabeth 
Kucinich, director of government affairs for the Physi¬ 
cians Committee for Responsible Medecine. Some re¬ 
searchers continue to mount a vigorous defense of using 
animals like mice and chimpanzees in labs to advance 
medical research. "We've made a lot of progress in re¬ 
search on hepatitis using chimpanzees," Southwest Na¬ 
tional Primate Research Center director John VandeBerg 
told The Washington Post in an interview published last 
month. He said the experiments led to the development 
of "many drugs for treating both hepatitis B and C." For 
his experiments, chimps infected with hepatitis under¬ 
went two medical examinations where blood was drawn 
to gauge the levels of the virus, while two needle biopsies 
extracted tissue from their livers for examination. "The 
animal rights people make it see 


tectonic movements influ¬ 
ence climate by creating new 
mountains and sea trenches, 
his study was the first to 
show the reverse. 

"The closure or opening of 
new ocean basins or the build 
of large mountain bands like 
the Andes or Tibet itself, 
those are geological proces¬ 
ses that affect the pattern of 
climate," said Iaffaldano, an 
earth scientist with the Aus¬ 
tralian National University. 

"We are showing for the 
first time that the opposite also 
is true, that the pattern of cli¬ 
mate is then able to affect back 
in a feedback mechanism the 
motion of tectonic plates." 

Iaffaldano stressed that his 
study did not mean that 
global warming would trans¬ 
late to stronger earthquakes 
happening more often, with 
the relevant patterns develop¬ 
ing over "the order of mil¬ 
lions of years." 


Whales can’t resist a catchy pop 
tune: study 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Humpback whales love a 
good hit single, and every 
year a new catchy pop tune 
spreads among the male un¬ 
derwater crooners, said an 
Australian study released 
Thursday. 

The men are the only ones 
who sing, likely in the hopes 
of making some lady whale 
swoon, according to the re¬ 
search published in the US 
journal Current Biology. 

If there is a whale version 
of the King of Pop, he likely 


resides off the coast of east¬ 
ern Australia, because that is 
where the popular tune of the 
season has always originated 
for the past decade, re¬ 
searchers said. 

The hit-making tune then 
ripples eastward across the 
South Pacific Ocean, from 
Australia to French Polyne¬ 
sia, infecting genetically dis¬ 
tinct groups of whales who 
all start singing the same 
song during breeding season. 

In typical pop music fash¬ 
ion, the tunes are not all that 


original most of the time, said 
researcher Ellen Garland, a 
graduate student at The Uni¬ 
versity of Queensland. 

"It would be like splicing 
an old Beatles song with U2," 
Garland said. "Occasionally 
they completely throw the 
current song out the window 
and start singing a brand new 
song." 

The 11-year study de¬ 
scribed itself as the "first doc¬ 
umentation of a repeated, 
dynamic cultural change oc¬ 
curring across multiple popu¬ 
lations at such a large 
geographic scale." 

What remains a mystery is 
why the whales all sing the 
same song, when presumably 
their efforts are meant to 
make them stand out against 
the pack. 

"We think this male quest 
for song novelty is in the 
hope of being that little bit 
different and perhaps more 
attractive to the opposite 
sex," said Garland. 

"This is then countered by 
the urge to sing the same 
tune, by the need to con¬ 
form." 


New Zealand outlaws Internet file-sharing 



WEFFINGTON (AFP) - 
New Zealand passed a law 
against online piracy on 
Thursday which outlaws file¬ 
sharing and threatens repeat 
offenders with having their 
Internet access cut off. 

The new law allows for 
penalties of up to NZ$15,000 
($12,000) to be paid to the 
copyright owner and if this is 
ineffective offenders can 
have their Internet account 
suspended for up to six 
months. 


"Online copyright in¬ 
fringement has been damag¬ 
ing for the creative industry, 
which has experienced sig¬ 
nificant declines in revenue 
as file sharing has become 
more prevalent," Commerce 
Minister Simon Power said. 

"This legislation will dis¬ 
courage illegal file sharing 
and provide more effective 
measures to help our creative 
industries enforce their copy¬ 
right." 

The new law gives copy¬ 


right owners the power to 
send evidence of alleged in¬ 
fringements to Internet serv¬ 
ice providers, who will then 
send up to three infringement 
notices to the account holder. 

If the warnings are ig¬ 
nored then a claim can be 
made to the Copyright Tribu¬ 
nal which can make awards 
of up to NZ$15,000 against 
the account holder. 

The new law will take ef¬ 
fect on September 1 but will 
not apply to mobile networks 
until October 2013. 

Only the Green Party and 
two independent MPs voted 
against the bill although there 
were strong objections by 
user groups over the past year 
as it went through the select 
committee process.

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Brain shrinks 
10 years before 
dementia 
onset: study 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
People with Alzheimer's dis¬ 
ease may start experiencing 
shrinking of parts of the brain 
as many as 10 years before 
the degenerative condition is 
diagnosed, a US study sug¬ 
gested on Wednesday. 

While the results are still 
preliminary, scientists said 
the findings could one day 
provide a way to identify by 
MRI scan which individuals 
are most likely to develop the 
disease, which can run in 
families and has no cure. 

US researchers followed 
two separate groups of peo¬ 
ple who had no signs of 
Alzheimer's — one group of 
33 was tracked for 11 years 
and another group of 33 was 
followed for eight years. 

Magnetic resonance imag¬ 
ing scans were performed 
regularly and focused on 
parts of the brain where 
Alzheimer's is typically 
found, such as the language 
and memory centers. 

Over time, eight people in 
the first group and seven in 
the other developed the dev¬ 
astating condition. 

When researchers looked 
back at their brain scans, they 
found early signs of shrink¬ 
age, or low MRI measure¬ 
ments, in the ones who would 
develop the disease. 

"Of the 11 people who 
had the lowest MRI measure¬ 
ments, 55 percent developed 
Alzheimer's, while none of 
the nine people with the high¬ 
est measurements developed 
dementia," said the study in 
Neurology, the medical jour¬ 
nal of the American Academy 
of Neurology. 

Twenty percent of those 
with average brain measure¬ 
ments developed the disease. 

"This measure is poten¬ 
tially an important imaging 
marker of early changes in 
the brain associated with 
Alzheimer's disease that 
could help predict who might 
develop the dementia associ¬ 
ated with this disease and 
possibly even how long it 
would be before dementia de¬ 
velops," said study author 
Bradford Dickerson of Har¬ 
vard Medical School in 
Boston. 

Alzheimer's is a progres¬ 
sive brain disease that causes 
memory loss and behavioral 
changes. It attacks the brain 
and gradually eats away at 
gray matter. 

Alzheimer's is the most 
common form of dementia 
and is estimated to affect 
about five million Americans.

WHO to help India probe ’superbug’: report 


NEW DELHI (AFP) - The 
World Health Organisation 
will help India study whether 
a multi-drug resistant "super¬ 
bug" allegedly found in New 
Delhi's water poses a health 
risk, a report Thursday said. 

The WHO "will be assist¬ 
ing Indian government in the 
research on whether the su¬ 
perbug is a health threat," 
country representative Nata 


Menabde said, according to 
India Abroad News Service. 

The decision came after 
British medical journal The 
Lancet reported last week 
deadly superbug NDM-1 
(New Delhi metallo-beta-lac- 
tamase 1) was found in 51 
out of 171 New Delhi sam¬ 
ples taken from water pools 
and two out of 50 tap water 
samples. 


"Nobody is contesting 
whether what Lancet has writ¬ 
ten, but we have to confront sci¬ 
ence through science. Whether 
or not it's a public heath threat 
needs to be established through 
research," Menabde was quoted 
as saying. 

However, the Delhi gov¬ 
ernment said on Wednesday 
it would distribute free chlo¬ 


rine tablets to people as a pre¬ 
cautionary measure against 
water-borne diseases such as 
cholera and diarrhoea and ad¬ 
vised people to boil water. 

"There is no superbug in 
Delhi's water," said Delhi 
Chief Minister Sheila Dik- 
shit, dismissing the Lancet 
report. The water "is totally 
safe," she said.

AN ELECTRIC CAR is powered by an electric motor instead 
of a gasoline engine. The electric motor gets energy from a 
controller, which regulates the amount of power—based on 
the driver’s use of an accelerator pedal. The electric car (also 
known as electric vehicle or EV) uses energy stored in its 
rechargeable batteries, which are recharged by common house¬ 
hold electricity. 

Unlike a hybrid car—which is fueled by gasoline and uses a 
battery and motor to improve efficiency—an electric car is 
powered exclusively by electricity. Historically, EVs have not 
been widely adopted because of limited driving range before 
needing to be recharged, long recharging times, and a lack of 
commitment by automakers to produce and market electric 
cars that have all the creature comforts of gas-powered cars. 
That’s changing. As battery technology improves—simultane¬ 
ously increasing energy storage and reducing cost—major au¬ 
tomakers are expected to begin introducing a new generation 
of electric cars. 

Electric cars produce no tailpipe emissions, reduce our de¬ 
pendency on oil, and are cheaper to operate. Of course, the 
process of producing the electricity moves the emissions fur¬ 
ther upstream to the utility company’s smokestack—but even 
dirty electricity used in electric cars usually reduces our col¬ 
lective carbon footprint. 

Another factor is convenience: In one trip to the gas station, 
you can pump 330 kilowatt-hours of energy into a 10-gallon 
tank. It would take about 9 days to get the same amount of en¬ 
ergy from household electric current. Fortunately, it takes 
hours and not days to recharge an electric car, because it ? s 
much more efficient. Speaking of convenience, let's not forget 
two important points: charging up at home means never going 
to a gas station—and electric cars require almost none of the 
maintenance, like oil changes and emissions checks, that in¬ 
ternal combustion cars require.

Germany growing faster than expected 

BERLIN (AFP) - The German economy is on course to expand 
faster than expected this year, the government said yesterday 
as it raised its growth forecasts for Europe's economic power¬ 
house. 

Germany will grow by 2.6 percent in 2011, Economy Minister 
Rainer Bruederle told reporters, hiking a previous forecast of 
2.3 percent made in January. 

The growth rate will slow next year, coming in at 1.8 percent, 
Bruederle added, leaving Berlin's earlier forecast for 2012 un¬ 
changed. 

"The recovery in Germany is on a firm footing," Bruederle said

NEW YORK (AFP) - Warner 
Music Group Corp. is seeking to 
sell the entire company, rather 
than parts of the business, and 
could agree on a buyer within 
weeks, The Wall Street Journal 
reported yesterday. 

The newspaper, citing "people

Warner Music's board reached the decision to pursue a sale of 
the whole company at a meeting on Tuesday after receiving sec¬ 
ond-round offers from bidders. 

The Journal said bids were received for all of Warner Music 
and for one or the other of its major units — its recorded-music 
business, which includes the Atlantic and Warner Bros, record 
labels, and the Wamer/Chappell music-publishing division. 

Ford recalls 1.2 million F-150 trucks 

NEW YORK - Ford Motor 
Co. is recalling almost 1.2 
million full-sized pickups for 
a problem in which airbags 
can go off when not needed, 
expanding a much smaller 
recall it had instituted 
months earlier. 

Ford recalled 144,000 trucks 
over the problem in February but the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration said at the time it was continuing to in¬ 
vestigate the issue and might demand that the automaker issue 
a much larger recall, which Ford is now doing.

IMF, WBank warn on high food 
prices, joblessness 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
The IMF and World Bank 
chiefs yesterday warned that 
high food prices and jobless¬ 
ness remain dangerous barri¬ 
ers to the world's economic 
and social stability despite 
global macroeconomic gains. 

World Bank president 
Robert Zoellick cited soaring 
food prices as "the biggest 
threat to the poor around the 
world." 

"We are in a danger zone 
because prices have already 
gone up; stocks for many 
commodities are relatively 
low," Zoellick said in a news 
conference opening the an¬ 
nual World Bank-Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund spring 
meetings. 

Meanwhile IMF manag¬ 
ing director Dominique 
Strauss-Kahn warned of the 
possibility of a "lost genera¬ 
tion" of unemployed youths 
if nations focus only on 
achieving fiscal balances 
without heeding social de¬ 
mands. 

"It's probably too much to 
say that it's a jobless recov¬ 
ery, but it's certainly a recov¬ 
ery with not enough jobs." 


ATHENS/WASHINGTON - 
Greek borrowing costs 
soared to new highs yester¬ 
day and pressure rose on 
other financially weak euro 
zone countries after Germany 
suggested for the first time 
that Athens may have to re¬ 
structure its debt. 

European policymakers 
scrambled to reassure in¬ 
vestors that a restructuring 
for Greece was not on the 
agenda, saying such a step 
could have dire consequences 
for European banks and the 
fragile economy of the 17-na- 
tion euro zone. 

The Greek government 
also ruled out a restructuring, 
promising to deliver on the 
ambitious fiscal goals set out 
for it by the EU and Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund last 
year in exchange for a 110 
billion euro ($160 billion) 


"Especially because of 
youth unemployment... there 
is now a risk that this will be 
turned into a life sentence, 
and that there is a possibility 
of a lost generation," he said. 

Both leaders described the 
economic recovery from the 
2008-2009 financial crisis as 
frustratingly incomplete, pos¬ 
ing serious challenges for 
poor and wealthy countries 
alike, and called on the G20 
developed countries — many 
of which are facing their own 
fiscal crises — to focus on 
food and job issues. 

Both cited the turmoil 
across the Arab crescent, es¬ 
pecially Egypt and Tunisia, 
as partially born of soaring 
food prices and unemploy¬ 
ment. 

"We may be coming out of 
one crisis — the financial and 
economic crisis — but we are 
facing new risks and wrench¬ 
ing challenges," said Zoel¬ 
lick. 

"Food prices were not the 
cause of the crises in the Mid¬ 
dle East and North Africa, but 
they are an aggravating fac¬ 
tor. Our latest Food Price 
Watch shows that there is

Another 10 million people 
would be pushed into 
poverty if prices rise another 
10 percent, according to 
Food Price Watch, a Bank 
price monitor. 

"One of the points that we 
are trying to emphasize 
through these meetings is the 
need for the G20 and for the 
World Bank and others to put 
food first," Zoellick said. 

"Because I think we are in 
a particular moment of vul¬ 
nerability in that if you have 
some other events, which you 
can never predict. We really 
don't have a cushion." 

Strauss-Kahn said the 
focus on restoring growth has 
sacrificed attention to impor¬ 
tant social issues. 

"Common knowledge has 
been for a very long time that 
if you have growth you have 
jobs," he said. 

But the current situation 
is proving that is not always 
correct. 

"It is not the recovery we 
want... The question now is 
jobs, jobs, jobs." 

Young people might have 
expected the current malaise 
to be temporary, but it could 
turn into a much longer prob¬ 
lem, employment-wise, he 
said.

Venezuelan village claims best cocoa

Dutch woman's bra cure 
for cleavage wrinkles a hit 


CHUAO, Venezuela (AFP) - 
As the sun beats down to dry 
cherished criollo beans in the 
main square in Chuao, resi¬ 
dents of the village in moun¬ 
tainous northern Venezuela 
simply say: behold the 
world's best cocoa. 

Of course, people in other 
countries, with chocolate on 
their happy faces, may beg to 
differ. 

"If you are born in Chuao, 
your life is tied up with 
cacao," Alcides Herrera told 
AFP, referring to the cacao 
tree which yields the cocoa 
bean from which chocolate is 
made. 

Since 1976, Herrera's 
company, Empresa Campe- 
sina Chuao, has produced 
Venezuela's only cocoa beans 
with a coveted appellation 
certifying their origin. 

"As a kid, for example, 
when I was passing through 
the square, and you could feel 
a rainstorm closing in, you 
would stop to help gather up 
the beans," Herrera contin¬ 
ued. 

"Ours are the world's best 
cocoa beans. That has been 



certified, and experts from 
many countries agree," he 
said. "We process by hand 
with techniques that have 
been passed down for 400 
years." 

More than 80 percent of 
the world's cocoa comes from 
the forastero cacao tree and 
less than one fifth from 
Chuao's criollo. 

Many experts believe the 
criollo around here has a sin¬ 
gular, tastier bean and they 
are top-of-the-list ingredients 
for many of the world's top 
chocolate-makers. 

Beans from Chuao total 
about 18-20 tons a year; it's a 
tiny figure compared to the 
20,000 tons Venezuela pro¬ 
duces each year. 

Recently, looking to boost 
output if possible, the gov¬ 
ernment deemed cocoa beans 
a strategic crop. Now 35 per¬ 
cent of the annual take goes 
to a German firm; 35 percent 
goes to a new state Venezue¬ 
lan Cocoa Bean Company; 
and the remaining 30 percent 
to local producers. 

"We have our eyes on the 
sky to see if any clouds pop 
up," explained Maryoli Cha¬ 
vez, 32, one of more than 
1,200 workers at the cooper¬ 
ative. 

"I like to work on the 
farm. We all do a bit of every¬ 


thing and make the same 
money. Some weeks I am on 
drying duty, other times I am 
out picking pods or breaking 
out the seeds." 

On this afternoon, three of 
Maryoli's kids were playing 
at her feet. 

The cocoa industry has 
traditionally been women's 
work in Venezuela. Men tend 
to work in construction or the 
coastal region's fishing indus¬ 
try. 

On cutting duty, the 
women wield machetes with 
skill, lopping off the violet or 
yellow pods in seconds; a 
few men trailing behind pick 
up and transport the pods for 
processing. 

The area is just 100 kilo¬ 
meters (60 miles) west of 
Caracas, but feels a world 
away as one has to travel in 
by sea as the town is wedged 
between a mountain and the 
Caribbean coast. 

Edis Liendo, a local star 
among cocoa bean proces¬ 
sors, has been at it most of 
her life and is now 60. 

"I think the cocoa bean is 
something from the heavens. 
It was what the gods used to 
prepare as a special drink," 
Liendo says, hawking can¬ 
dies, liquor and desserts at 
the door of her home. 


AMSTERDAM, The Nether¬ 
lands - Rachel de Boer finally 
told some friends a secret she’d 
kept for years: She slept with 
stuffed socks sewn between 
the cups of an old bra to pre¬ 
vent cleavage wrinkles and 
smooth out her neckline. 

Three years later, a profes¬ 
sionally designed and manu¬ 
factured version of that same 
contraption is sold in 150 lin¬ 
gerie shops across the Nether¬ 
lands and Belgium, approved 
by a research institute and get¬ 
ting interest from retail outlets 
in Germany, Austria, Portugal, 
Spain, Britain and France. 

"It started out as my secret, 
I didn't want to talk about my 
wrinkles or the (first) bra I 
made, which was ugly," de 
Boer said. "But I slept like that 
for seven years and then I 
turned 40, told my friends and 
they admitted they also had 
this problem." 

Sceptical but curious, her 
friends also wanted sock bras 
to smooth out their cleavage 
wrinkles. So De Boer made 
five more versions of what is 


now called "La Decollette." 

Her friends were so enthu¬ 
siastic about the results, they 
encouraged the former real es¬ 
tate agent to stop selling 
houses and design an anti¬ 
wrinkle night bra that women 
would want to wear to bed. 

La Decollette, which has a 
soft, padded rectangular piece 
of material between the collar 
bone and the sternum and sits 
between the breasts, was bom 
and to De Boer's amazement, 
has addressed a problem many 
women all over Europe seem 
to share. 

The cupless bra is worn at 
night and keeps the breasts "in 
place" to prevent the com¬ 
pressing of breasts together 
which De Boer says can create 
vertical wrinkles. 

De Boer's anti-wrinkle bra 
has been a hit at lingerie shows 
around Europe and she said it 
also has the stamp of approval 
from the Parisian research in¬ 
stitute CERCO or Center d'E- 
tudes et de Recherches 
Cosmetologique.

"FC Barcelona has today 
presented to the civil courts 
in Barcelona a lawsuit against 
Radio Popular S.A. (COPE) 
for an attack on its honour de¬ 
riving from the comments 
made by the journalist Juan 
Antonio Alcala in the pro¬ 
gramme 4 El Partido de las 
12’, on March 13th this year, 


which linked sportsmen and 
medical staff from the Club 
with doping practices," said a 
statement by Barcelona. 

"FC Barcelona considers 
these comments to have dam¬ 
aged its image, prestige and 
reputation and that they con¬ 
stitute a clear attack on a con¬ 
stitutional right which this 
lawsuit will attempt to re¬ 
dress.

Bryant fined for

“By going out there, we 
want to show the interna¬ 
tional community, not simply 
international football circles, 
that Japan is hanging on,”

said. 

"If we withdraw, I believe 
it may have a negative im¬ 
pact,” he told a news confer¬ 
ence after the JFA executive 
committee approved the trip 
by the Blue Samurai, who 
won a record fourth Asian 
Cup title in January.

KUALA LUMPUR (AFP) - 
Rory Mcllroy (pictured) 
stormed back from his US 
Masters heartache with 
"probably” his longest ever 
drive Thursday as Sweden's 
Alexander Noren lit up the 
Malaysian Open with a daz¬ 
zling eight-under-par 64. 

Mcllroy said he was com¬ 
pletely recovered from Sun¬ 
day's agonising collapse at 
Augusta after hitting 69 to be 
five shots off Noren, whose 
astonishing nine birdies 
against one bogey gave him 
early control in sweltering 
Kuala Lumpur. 


But jet-lagged US Masters 
champion Chari Schwartzel 
stumbled to one-over 73 as 
he came down to earth with a 
bump after Sunday's heroics, 
when he birdied the last four 
holes to claim a memorable 
victory. 

Italian hotshot Matteo 
Manassero, 17, lay two shots 
back from Noren with 66 at 
par-72 Kuala Lumpur Golf 
and Country Club, with 
India's Jeev Milkha Singh 
among three players sharing 
third spot on five-under 67. 

British Open champion 
Louis Oosthuizen carded a 


solid 69 to be in contention 
and world number one Mar¬ 
tin Kaymer closed the day on 
70, as leader Noren admitted 
even he was taken by surprise 
by his birdie blitz. 

Mcllroy said his tee-shot 
on the par-five fifth went "at 
least” 400 yards after a kind 
bounce off a cart-path. It was 
just the boost the Northern 
Irishman needed after throw¬ 
ing away a four-shot lead on 
the Masters' final day. 

"You don’t say this too 
often, but I was actually too 
close to the green on a par 
five,” he said of the monster 
drive. "It must have went at 
least 400 yards. 

"I was lucky, it hit off the 
cart-path and it could have 
went out of bounds, but it 
stayed in bounds for me and 
it set up an easy birdie.” 

The 21-year-old was play¬ 
ing the course for the first 
time after his clubs went 
missing en route from Au¬ 
gusta, meaning he was unable 
to practise on Wednesday. 
But he said Sunday's melt¬ 
down was already a distant 
memory. 

"What happened last week 
is completely behind me 
now,” Mcllroy said. "I think 
there were more people upset 
about that round than I was. 
I'm fine. 

"It's one bad round. I'll 
live and I'm getting on with it 
and happy to be here and 
happy to shoot a decent first 
round.”
